third governor of the colony of Massachusetts 
Bay, a puritan lawyer, Sir Richard Bellingham.

Sir Richard Bellingham was one of the origin- 
al twenty-six members to draw up the Massachu- 
setts Bay Colony Charter, established in Boston 
by Puritan leaders for religious and political 
refuge. Settlers in Boston could not become 
citizens until they joined the church and were 
accepted as free men by vote. 


Sir Bellingham arrived in Boston with his 
wife Elizabeth and son Samuel in 1634. The 
following year he was made Deputy Governor 
and member of a military commission for public 
defense granting him extraordinary powers, in- 
cluding the penalty of death. In 1641, he won 
the election as Governor of the Massachusetts 
Bay Colony by six votes. Because election re- 
sults were so close, the General Court repealed 
the Governor’s annual grant of 100 pounds, and 
Sir Bellingham went without salary until Octo- 
ber 1643, when the court finally voted him 50 
pounds annually. 


Bellingham, whose wife Elizabeth passed away 
before he was elected, lived alone with his son 
Samuel on Tremont St. in Boston, opposite 
King’s Chapel Burying Ground. 

Shortly after his election, Governor Belling- 
ham married: Miss Penelope Pelham in defiancé 
of the court, by not publishing his marriage 
contract where he was resident, also defying 
the law of the land by performing the marriage 
himself. This strange yet remarkable marriage 
is described in Carpenter’s ““Woman of Shaw- 
mut”. 

Though there is no historical account of the 
marriage, it is said that Miss Pelham was about 
to marry a friend of Bellingham’s “when on a 
sudden, the Governor treated with her and 
obtained her for himself.” 


When Penelope’s brother Herbert reminded 
the Governor that bans had already been pub- 
lished between his sister and another man, he 
also asked if under these circumstances, ministers 
or magistrates would marry them. Bellingham 
replied, “Is not the Governor of Massachusetts 
Bay a magistrate who outranks them all?” 
Herbert, bowing low to the Governor, replied 
it was so. It was then, Bellingham, seizing 
Penelope’s hand, led her to the center of the 


room and with his arm around her, ordered 
Herbert to call forth everyone in “thy household 
and they shall see Governor Bellingham’s 
power.” 

Once everyone was assembled, the Governor 
asked ‘Penelope Pelham, wilt thou, in the 
presence of these people, take Richard Belling- 
ham to be thy lawful husband?” She answering 
softly, ‘Yes’, he continued, “And I, Richard 
Bellingham, will take thee Penelope to wife. 
I, the Governor of His Majestry’s Colony of 
Massachusetts Bay, do pronounce and declare 
that Richard Bellingham and Penelope Pelham 
are man and wife together. The King shall be 
my witness.” 

“The case of Richard Bellingham for breach 
of order to the court” was presented at the next 
session of magistrates. Bellingham, who presided, 
refused to leave his seat and stand at the bar, 
asking, “Who will command me?” There is no 
record of further action in the case. 


Bellingham’s term of office was not smooth. 
He had a domineering and quarrelsome dis- 
position though a good legal mind and Puritan 
conscience. Bellingham, who was always in op- 
position and unfriendly towards other magis- 
trates, lost much respect. 

Before his year in office ended, Deputies, with 
whom he had been more friendly, sent a com- 
mittee “to give him solemn admonition,” some- 
thing never before done to a Governor. 

Bellingham was again elected Deputy Gover- 
nor in 1653, followed by another one year term 
as Governor. This term consequently proved 
unsuccessful as he became Deputy Governor the 
following year, remaining so for eleven years, 
when as the only survivor of the original found- 
ers of the Colony, once again became Governor 
and held this office till death. 

Governor Bellingham, who died December 7, 
1672, rests in the northwest corner of the Gran- 
ary Burying Ground in Boston. The inscription 
on his tomb reads: 


Virtue’s fast friend within this tomb doth lie, 
A foe to bribes, but rich in charity,

CONSTITUTION 


Of the Socuvry vor Detectrinc Horse Timeves in the 
towns of Mendon, Bellingham, Milford and Hopedale. 


Arvicir I. 

The officers of this society shall consist of a Presi- 
dent, Vice-President, Secretary, Treasurer, a Commit- 
tee on Accounts of not less than five members, and a 
Pursuing Committee of not less than twelve members. 


ARTICLE II, 


It shall be the duty of the President to preside at 
all meetings of the society, to preserve order, and to 
perform any other duties hereinafter provided. In 
his absence the Vice-President shall preside. 


Anrtic.e III. 


It shall be the duty of the secretary to keep correct 
records of the doings of the society, notify all officers 
of their election, notify all meetings of the society by 
posting up notifications of the time, place and purposes 
thereof at two public places in each of the towns of 
Mendon, Bellingham, Milford, and MWopedale, seven 
days at least before the meeting, make a sworn certifi- 
cate of the due service of said notice on the records, 
which certificate, for all purposes, shall be prima facie 
proof that said meeting was duly notified ; and when- 
ever new rules are adopted, he shall, at the expense of 
the society, print a sufficient number of copies, with 
the names of the members appended thereto, to supply 
the members. His compensation shall be $5 per an- 
num. 


Artic he TV. 


It shall be the duty of the Treasurer to receive all 
moneys belonging to the society, to keep the same depos- 
ited as hereinafter provided, to pay all orders drawn by 
the Committee on Accounts, or a majority of the same, 
and to render annually a statement of his accounts. He 
shall give a bond for the faithful discharge of his du- 
ties as Treasurer, with sureties and in a sum satisfac- 
tory to a majority of the Committee on Accounts. His 
compensation shall be $3 per annum. 


ARTICLE V. 

It shall be the duty of the Committee on Accounts 
to examine all demands brought against the society, 
and to draw their orders on the Treasurer for the pay- 
ment of such as they shall approve, and to audit the 
Treasurer’s account on or before the annual meeting. 


ARTICLE VT, 


It shall be the duty of the Pursuing Committee, upon 
notice satisfactory to any three of them that a horse be- 
longing to any member of the society has been stolen, 
to take such immediate and efticient measures for the 
recovery of the property and the arrest of the thief, as 
they may deem judicious and expedient; they may 
oifer a reward therefor not exceeding $20 in behalf 
of said society. ‘They shall keep an. account of all ne- 
cessary expenses in said pursuit, and vender the same 
to the Committee on Accounts, and the same if ap- 
proved by the said Committee on Accounts shall be 
paid forthwith, 


Arricie VII, 

Any inhabitant of cither of the towns of Mendon, 
Bellingham, Milford, or Ifopedale may become a 
member of this society by signing these articles and 
paying the Secretary the sum of one dollar for the use 
of the society; but such membership shall terminate 


if any such person shall cease to be an inhabitant of 
some one of said towns. All rights of a deceased mem- 
ber shall continue to his legal representatives for one 
year after his decease, and then terminate. 


AnticLe VIII. 

The funds of this society shall be deposited in some 
Savings Bank within said district in the name of the 
society, and no funds shall be withdrawn from said 
bank, except on the order of the President, Vice-Pres- 
ident and Treasurer for the time being, who shall be 
authorized to draw the same; provided that the Treas- 
urer shall be authorized to hold in his hands undepos- 
ited a suin not. exceeding thirty dollars to meet the 
contingent expenses. 

AnrtTicLe TX. 

No member whose horse shall be stolen at a greater 
distance than thirty miles from his place of residence 
shall be entitled to the aid of the society in the pursuit 
of such horse or thief. 


"ARTICLE XX, 


“The annual meeting of the society shall be holden 
on the last Mondayoin October, at 1 o’clock p. m., in 
the towns of Mendon, Bellingham, Milford, and TTope- 
(lale, alternately. Special ineetings may be called by 
the President or Vice-President upon the application, 
in writing, of any ten members of the society. The 
election of officers shall be made at the annual meet- 
ing, but any vacancies may be filled at a special meet- 
ing called for that purpose. All warrants for any 
meeting shall set forth the time, place and purposes of 
the meeting. 

AnrticLté XI. 
Ten members shall constitute a quorum for the tran- 


saction of business, but a less number may legally ad- 
journ a meeting. 


ArTicLE XII. 


Whenever the funds belonging to said society shall 
umount to fifteen hundred dollars, one thousand dol- 
lars of the same shall be divided equally among the 
members ; provided that no person shall be entitled to 
a share in such division who has not been a member 
at least one year when such division is determined. 


ArticLte XIII. 
These articles may be altered or amended at any 
meeting duly called for that purpose. 
ArticLe XIV. 
All articles in the Constitution heretofore existing 
are hereby repealed.
